CLEVELAND, Juno 2.— When tho Knights 


ot Lttbor coaventlon oponod Tuesday morn- 
ing tho report of tho committee on strikoi 
and boycotts, recommending.that full juris- 
diction rotating to thoso nmttors bo vostoJ 
In the executive. board! was again taken up 
and, after considerable discussion, tho ro- 
port was adopted with slight amendments. 
The committee appointed to prepare tin 
answer to the address ot the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union reported a lot- 
tar extending fraternal 
greetings to tho so- 


ciety, and proposing that further action bo 
taken at tho mooting of tho gonorul assembly 
at 
Richmond noTit fall, 
Tho report was 


adopted. 


Tho committee on laws made a final re- 


port, embracing a number of points in (id- 
dltfon to those already adopted which the 
order wished to have presented to congress. 
Among those was an act presented by Dolo- 
gato Low, 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
with tho 


recommendation of the committee, 
Tho 


convention ratiQed tho act and it will bo 
presented to congress for passage. It is en- 
titled "An act fixing tho measure ot valuo 
and further regulating tho valuo oC money." 


Tlio bill comprises nearly a score of sec- 


tions and provides that "on and after the 
first day ot January no*t, aftur the passage 
of this act, tho rato of interest for money 
loaned ihall bo 
U i>er conL per annum, 


Discount shall be included in the moaning 
of tho word 'interest' as used in this act. 
Any person who shall lend money at auy 
other r:ito shall forfeit to tho borrower both 
tho principal and interest, add no action 
•hall bo taken for tho recovery ot tho 
same." 


Section 2 provides that tho " so.-rotary of 


tho treasury shall establish loan ollicoa as 
ue may doom expedient, not loss than one 
In each county or parish in tho United 
States, aad tho territories having ft popula- 
tion of -,000 or more, as shown by tho latest 
census, suld officers shall bo used for issuing, 
lending and depositing raouoy as banks of 
Issue and. deposit arc now used. Whenever, 
in tho opinion of the secretary ot tho 
treasury and the postmaster general, it 
shall bo expedient the uostoinco and loan 
otllco may bo combined.'1 


Section C says " the business of tho loan 


ofllco shall bo performed by a cashier and 
ftneh tellers, as tho business may requiro. 
Cashiers and tellers shall bo appointed by 
tho oocrotary o£ the treasury, for tho term 
of four years, unless sooner removed or 
suspended according to law, and shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the secretary of 
tno treasury shall docui just, but not to ox- 
cood f,<,OoO a year. 
Cushion shall rocoivo 


as a part of their compensation :; per cent, 
of tho interest collected by them respect- 
ively." 


Sections -1 and 0 require cashiers and tellers 


to glvo bond and makes them responsible for 
all doflclouck'tt. 


lu section 0 It is provided that "cashiers 


nro authorized to issue notes of tho United 
States in denominations of $1, $:.', ?!!, id, 
$11', f20, $50, $1000, $300 and 
*I,UUO accord- 


lug to tho demands ot commerce. 
Tho said 


notes shall bo printed and, ^furnished by the 
comptroller of tho currency under the 
direction of tho secretary of tho treasury." 


Section 7 provides that ''thoso notes shall 


pledge on their faco that tho United States 
of America shall pay to bearer in gold coin 
or its equivalent in valuo in lawful money 
of tho United States on demand," and soc- 
tlon t> that tho "notes provided for by this 
act are horoby declared money nnd shall bo 
issued and circulated as such and shall be 
legal taader iu payment of all debts and 
dues." 


"Section 0— Every cashier shall upon re- 


quest and tho presentation of such 
sufU- 


cient security for tho amount of money 
for which tho loan^is asked, lend ruouoy for 
not to e±cood one year without renewal 
and at tho rate of 3 per cent, 
per annum 


payable ovcry throe months. 
Any pcrcon 


wearing a loan on worthless or spurious se- 
curity shall bo guilty of felony and shall 
pay a fine of double the amount BO fraudu- 
lently obtained and bo imprisoned uot_to;e.\- 
cood twenty years, and shall also be disfran- 
chised. 
Any pel-son officially connected 


with a loan oflico who embezzles shall bo 
subject to tho same penalties, except as to 
loss of citizenship. 
Tho secretary ot 
tho 


treasury may designate any loan ofllco as a 
depository of public moneys. The cashier 
of such office shall thereupon furnish addi- 
tional security." 
Alonoy deposited may bo 


loaned by tho cashier us other moneys in 
his control, or hold as revenue for tbo re- 
demption ot United States notes. 
Accumu- 


lating gold and silver coin of tho United 
States with intont to sell the same for any 
other currency authorized by tbo laws of 
tho United States is prohibited. 
TUo oltor- 


ing for sale of such coinage is to bo prima 
facie evidence of such accumulation. 
This 


shall bo felony, and any person convicted 
thereof shall forfeit as a lino his entire es- 
tate, goods, money and property, or may 
bo imprisoned at hard labor for ilfty years, 
or sull'er both flue and imprisonment, and ic 
addition forever forfeit the right of citizen- 
ship in tho United States. 


Section 10 provides "for tho purposo of car- 


rying this act into etfocL 
The sum of fW,- 


000,000 is hereby appropriated out of any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise np- 
propriatod." 


••Section li^-All laws authorizing any per- 


son, persons or corporation to issue their 
notes to be used as money, and all acts or 
parts of acts in contlict with tho provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed.

stead laws, tho same as though tho previous 
filing bad not boon made; provided, that 
this act shall not bo applicable to any per- 
son who, at tho date hereof, is the owner of 
100 acres of land, and that 110 titlo shall be 
acquired to any tract of land uutil after tho 
applicant shall have actually resided upon 
and cultivated tho land so entered for live 
j-oars from tho date of entry.
